“Hew to Mesmerize. 

J. N. Langley says in the Popular 
| Seienee Monthiy: I will show you the 
method of mesmerizing, which is, per- 
haps, op the whole, most effective ; ft is 
~very nearly that described by Baird. I 
have not time to attempt a mesmeric 
experiment to-night; it is the method 
only which I wish to show you. With 
one hand a bright object, such as this 
faceted piece of glass, is held thus, 
eight to twelve inches from the subject, 
/so that there is a considerable converg- 
-ence of the eyes, and rather above the 
level of the eyes, so that he is obliged 
tolook upward. The subject istold io 
look steadily at the piece of glass, and 
to keep his whole attention fixed upon it. 
| This position is kept up for five or ten 
| minutes; during this time the pupils 
will probably dilate considerably, often 
assuming a slight rhythmic contraction 
and dilation; when this is the case, the 
free hand is moved slowly from the ob- 
ject toward the eyes. If the subject is 
sensitive, the eyes will usually close 

with a vibratory motion. In some cases 
the subject is then unable to open them, 
and the usual mesmeric phenomena can 

be obtained. If, when the operator 
brings his has@ near the eyes of the sub- 
ject, the subject instead of closing them 
follows the movements of the fingers, the 
whole proceeding is repeated, but the 
subject is told to clos: his eyes when the 
fingers are brought near them, vut to 
keep them fixed in the same direction as 
before, and to continue to think of the 
object and that only. The operator then 
for some minutes makes ‘‘passes,”’ bring- 
ing his warm hands over and close to the 
face of the subject in one direction.

mesmerized, the arm remains in the 
position in which itis placed. If the 
arm falls, the mesmeric state may not in- 
frequently be hastened on by telling the 
subject to keep his arm extended while 
he is still gazing at the object, or while 
the passes are being made. And that is 
the whole of the process. The man thus 
mesmerized sinks from manhood to a 
highly complicated piece of machinery. 
He is a machine which for a time is con- 
scious, and in which ideas can be excited 
by appropriate stimulation; any one ac- 
quainted with the machinery can set it 
In action. 


| “Wi th Sails Adorned,” 


| Amongthe many revivals of ancient 
needlework there is one which up to this 
has I thiak been viz— 
_the embroidering of sails. Those used 
_by the Egyptians were often worked with 
various emblems. This is alluded to in 
Ezekiel, xxvii.,7—‘‘Fine linen with em- 
broidered work from Egypt was that 
which thou spreadest forth to be thy 
sail.”” Of course such sails were only 
used for pleasure boats, and, as a rule, 
only by nobles and royal persons, Then 
again in ancient days, we hear of them 
being painted and interwoven with 
checks and stripes, and the boats used 
_in sacred festivals on the Nile were deco- 
rated with appropriate symbols and de- 
signs, some of the sails having colored 
hems and some colored embroidery. 
_ Shakespeare describes the barge in which 
Cleopatra sat as “like burnish'd 
throne. Burn’d on the water; the poo 
was beaten gold. Purple the sails an 
so perfumed that the winds were love- 
sick with them.” The idea is worth a 
_thought. The many owners of yachts 
‘might prize their sails the more for the 
ornamentations which fair fingers could 
bestow. Ingrain wool or coarse cotton, 
applied in bold outline designs, would 
be best suited in crewel stitch. The 
_name of the yacht, or the monogram or 
crest of the owner in one corner would 
be appropriate. At anchor the work 
might easily be pursued, and the sails, 
made as they are of strips sewn together, 
might be worked in pieces before making 
up. River yachts and other pleasure 
boats would certainly gain by such orna- 
mentation, which, with strong needles 
and a good eye for effect. could be car- 
ried out without much difficulty.— New 
York Herald.

A Remarka)le Stractare. 


The new cathedral of St. Savior at 
Moscow is a remarkable structure. It 
was built to commemorate the departure 
of the French army from Moscow. On 
the 27th of July, 1838, the foundation 
stone was laid, and for twenty years the 
building slowly proceeded. In 1858 the 
scaffolding, which cost $200,000, was 
removed. Yet a quarterof a century 
more was required to complete the fit- 
tings, and decoration. The style is an- 
cient Russian. The five copper cupolas, 
for the gilding of which was required 
900 jeuilla of gold, cost $850,000. The 
domes are surmounted by crosses, the 
centre one being thirty feet high, and 
$40 feet from the ground. The largest 
bell weighs twenty-six tons. The whole 
edifice is faced with marble, the doors 
are of bronze, ornamented with biblical 
subjects and lined with oak. The prin- 
cipal entrance is thirty feet high and 
eighteen feet broad. Two of the 
doors weigh thirteen tons, and the total 
cost of all the doors was $310,000. The 
building is erected in the form of a Greek 
cross. The walls are adorned with fres- 
coes illustrating the chief events in the 
history of the Russian church. The total 
cost of the marble in the building ex. 
ceeded $150,000. The galleries contain 
thirty-six windows, aud the cupolas six- 
teen, all double, with frames of bronze. 
Round the cupola is one row of 640 
candelabra, which cost $135,000, and 4 
second row of 600, costing $60,000. 
There are four lusters weighing four tons 
each. The total number of candles to be 
lighted throughout the building is up- 
ward of 3,000. The cost of materials and 
workmanship, aside from the altar space, 
was $180,000. Throughout the building 
are many of the most remarkable paint- 
ings produced by Russian artists. The 
whele cost of the structure is placed at 
about $11,250,000, and it is said to be 
eapable of containing 10,000 worshipera

Land Office—Sales and Keceipts. 
Commissioner McFarland, of the general 

land office, has submitted to the secretary of 

the interior his report of the operations of 

that office for the fiscal year ended June 30, 

1884, of which the following is an abstract: 
The sales, entries and selections of public 

lands embraced 26,834,041 acres and of In- 

dian lands 698,129 acres, making a total of 

27,521,170 acres—an increase over the year 

1883 of 8,101,137 acres, and over the year 

1882 of 13,222,008 acres. 

The receipts from disposals of public lands 
were $11,840,998, from sales of Indian land, 
$035,137; a total of $12,779,130, being an in- 
crease over the year 1883 of $1,073,564, and 


an increase over the year 1882 of $4,392,750, 
to which is to be added $10,275 received for 
certified copies of records, making the total 


. receipts for the year $12,750,405.

How a French Fleet Whipped 
the Chinese.

A naval officer on board the United States 
‘ip Enterprise sends the following account 
of the desperate naval fight which took place 
in China:
